And toremoveall manner of differences, or diſcontents, which might hap= 
pen, by Land, or Sea, it is agreed, thar all Ships , belonging unto rhe ſubje 
Of the ſaid King, which hall enter Into any roade , or porte , belonging untorthe 
Stazes, and purpoſing te paſl from thence , ſchalbe only obliged, to S$hew unto 
th' Officers off ſuch porte, or in caſe therebe any Ships of warre , or other Ships 
baving Commiſſion , unto the Chiefe Commandors thereof, their pasports » Wit- 
hour paying , or giveing , ought unto them , Burt in Caſethey Shall meete with 
any of the States Ships of warre , or others having Commiſſion , at Sea, without 
the Territories of the ſaid States, they Shall keepat A reaſonable diſtance, and 
Shall only with two or three men 1n their boate , go aboarde of ſuch Ship , or 
Veſſel, as shall belong unto any of the Kings ſubjects, to ſeerthe Paſports , Cone 
raing the Lading of ſuch Ship, wich being shewed , by rhe Capraine or Maſter of 
ſuch Veſlell, they may not be hindred, retarded, or forced, ro alter his courſe, 
And the ſubjeCts of rhe States Generall, $hall Enjoy the like freedome, Havinge 
Shewed their Paſporrs , in manner, as aforeſaid, the Content wherof Shalbe , as

But if any Ship belonging unto the ſubjects of rhe ſaid Kg , Shall ſaile ro any 
porte , in Emnity with to States , or any Ship belonging unto any ſubject of the

And to th'End that his Majeſties and the Szazes ſubje&ts, may be ſecured from 
dammage , by Each others Ships of warr , or baveing private Commiſſions , all 
Commandors in chi-fe , of any his Majeſties, or the Szates Ships of warr , as alſo 
all their ſubjets Haveing private Commiſſions, and ſuch as have Priveledgeta 
Navigate to and fro, shalbe Commanded to abſtaine fromdoing of any damma= 
gero Each other, and In ca ſe they do otherwiſe, they shalbe punnished , .and 
moreover be obliged ro repair the dammage , where unto their perſons , and

Wherefore all Commanders in Chiefe , of privatemen of war , $hall before 
they have their Commiſſions, give ſufficient ſecurity , by ablemen , that are nor 
owners , or otherwiſe Interefſed therein , in the ſomme of fifteene hundred 

ounds fterling , or Sixteene Thowſand five hundred Guildens , that they will 

ive full ſatisfaCtion for any injuries, or wrongs, which that Ship may Commit 
in their Courſes at Sea , and for their Capraines, and Officers, which $hall vio= 
late this preſent treatie, or any other betweene his Majeftie and thelaid Seazes, 
under penalty , of forfeiting their ſaid Commiſſions, In which the ſaid Caution 
Shalbe incerted as aforeſaid , And moreover ir is agreed, that the Ship $Shalbe 
obliged , to ſatisfie , & repaire, all ſuch injurie , and dammage » as Shalbe

His Majeſtie , and the ſaid States , $hall rreate Each others ſubjeds , within
